"Problems 
create  opportuni- 
ties, which  create 
challenges.  The 
Alumni  Associa- 
tion finds  itself  in 
just  such  a 
position.  The 
problem  is  the 
economic 
downturn  which 
has  caused  many 
people  to  lose  their  jobs  and  many  others  to 
feel  increasingly  uneasy  about  their 
employment  and  financial  situations.  That 
same  economic  downturn,  however,  has 
opened  up  a  tremendous  opportunity. 

"When  originally  conceived,  the 
Healthful  Living  Center  was  projected  to 
cost  $14.5  million.  By  pushing  the  starting 
date  forward  on  the  project,  and  taking 
advantage  of  declining  interest  rates  and 
lower  construction  costs,  this  building  will 
be  completed  for  approximately  $9.5 
million,  a  significant  savings. 

"The  challenge  becomes  evident.  We 
need  to  raise  $2.5  million  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  this  situation.  During  the 
coming  months  you  will  be  hearing  and 
seeing  a  lot  of  information  about  the 
Healthful  Living  Center.  This  is  the  final 
part  of  the  College's  Master  Plan,  the  last 
building  that  the  Alumni  Association  will 
be  helping  to  pay  for.  No,  we  won  7  stop 
raising  money  after  the  Healthful  Living 
Center  is  completed,  but  our  priorities  and 
objectives  will  be  different.  As  an  example, 
we  are  looking  towards  scholarships.  For 
now  though,  our  commitment  is  to  the 
successful  completion  of  our  pledge.
